They have laid hold on recent occurrences, and 
eminent names, and delighted their readers with 
allutons and remarks, in which all were inte- 
reed, and to which all therefore were attentive. 
But the effeét ceafed with its caufe; the time 
quickly came when new events drove the for- 
mer from memory, when the viciffitudes of the 
woild brought new hopes and fears, transferred 
theloveand hatred of the public to other agents, 
and the wiiter whofe works were no longer 
wifted by gratitude or refentment, was-left to 
the cold reg ord of idle curiofity.

Ziegenbayn, May 15. 

\ K 7 E are intormed by letters from Franco- 
nia of the 11th inftant, that, about three 

days before, Prince Henry of Pruffia had, with 
10,009 men, attacked Gen. Maguire near Hoif, 
who was potted there with eight battalions and 
fome cavalry ; and that his Serene Highne‘s 
had forced him, after fome refiftance, to retire. 
Upon this cccafion, one battalion of Mar{chal, 
one of Salm, and the battalion of Darmitadt 
grenadiers, fuffered confiderably ; and General! 
| Maguire, it is fuppofed, has loft 270 men. The 
Prince of Salm is taken prifoner, and three 

, other officers are either killed or taken. Gene- 
ral Maguire retived by Afch towards Egra. 
During this time, General Haddick quitted 
his camp near Munchiverg, where he had en- 

{ trenched hiwnfelf, and marched in the night, 
; between the gth and roth, to Culmbach, where 
| he arrived on the roth in the morning. When 
all the troops of this corps of the army were ar- 
| rived in that camp, orders were immediately 
given for fending away the baggage, which 
filed off towards Bamberg. Towards the even- 
ing the army decamped, and marched about a 
German mile and an half beyond Culmbach, to 
Gafimanfdorff ; the rear guard under the orders 
of General Palti remaining at Culmbach. Prince 
Henry's army was on the roth near Murich- 
berg, and himfelf in the town. His Royal 
Highnefs marched the arth into the neighbour- 
hood of Bareith; and his quarters were that 
night at Himmelcron, a village about a German 
mile from thence. Lieutenant-General Platen, 
of the Pruffians, attacked in the afternoon ot 
the 11th, the regiments of Croneck, and the 
Palatine dragoons, under the command of Ge- 
neral Riedelel, which, after a good deal of re- 
fittance, were both made prifoners of war. *Tis 
affirmed, that the combined army of the Em- 
pire and Imperialifts was drawing towards Nu- 
remberg. Crenach was yefterday cannonaded 
by the Praffians, but had not then furrendered. 

Munfler, May 20. Prince Ferdinand arrived 
at Lipitadt the 18th, with the greateit part of 
the troops from the left. General Imhoff com- 
— thofe that remain in the country of Heffe 
Caifel. 

Lieutenant General Hardenburgh is marched 
to Ham, and has taken poit there with the fame 
battalions and {quadrons he had under hiscom- 
mand at Lipftadt. Orders are daily expected 
for the march of the army in thefe parts, to 
join his Serene Highne!s. 

The enemy has been in motion for fome days 
from Duffeldorp. 

Landfbut, May 9. Nething material has hap- 
pened here lately. The Auftrian army remains 
hitherto very quiet in Bohemia. Marfhal Daun 
changes his quarters, trom time to time, to 
Gitfchin, Konigthoff and Jaromirs. 

The main body of the Pruffian army conti- 
nues in their quarters of cantonment. But on 
the sthinftant, a finall camp of five battalions 
(commanded by Major General Rebentifh) was 
formed upon a hill between this place and Lie 
bau, which ferves tocover Landthut, and at the 

fame time to proteét the advanced poft of Liebau. 
| The recruits for completing the regiments 
are, it is faid, all arrived in Siletia, and expected 
to join thejr refpective corps forthwith. Gazette,

kind. General de Ville only waits till the enemy 
determines its difpofitions againft the Rutiians 
and then he will immediately be in motion, and 
it is probably the fame motive that keeps M, 
Daun in his camp. _It is doubted here whether 
the Royal and Electoral Prince of Saxony has 
given his word to the Pruflian Commandant in 
Drefden, that no attempt will be made againt 
that city. 

Franktort, May 16. ‘The report of -the retreat 
or recall of the Duke de Broglio is abfolutely 
falfe, and propagated by the Pruffian party. 
This General, by the advice of his Phyficians, 
has indeed given up bufinefs for a few days, and 
takes waters in his own apartment, having got 
cold in the works belonging to the entrench. 
ments. This fortification is one of the finet of 
the kind, and was indifpenfably neceffary when 
it was begun, becaule at that time people were 
fo ftrongly prepoflefied of the ftrength of the 
enemy, that Frankfort would have been under 
the greateit coniternation, if they had attempted 
to return after the affair of the 13th ult. Now 
that the French army upon the Lower Rhine‘is 
marching forward, in all probability Prince 
Ferdinand will have too much bufinefs upon 
his hands to think of us. 

‘Utrecht, May 18. The States of this Province 
have yielded to the entreaties of the five others, 
with regard to the marriage of the Princefs Ca- 
roline and the Prince of Naflau Weilbourg; 
and the whole fix are going to unite their en- 
deavours to remove the fears of the States of 
the Province of Holland. We have the mor 
reafon to hope for fuccefsfrom their good offices, 
as the religion of that Prince is the only reafon 
tor which he is oppofed. ; 

Dunkirk, May 19. Orders came the 17th from 
the French Court to work extraordinary hours 
on the fla:-botto red boats, pontoons, &. 0 
get them ready with all fpeed ; and the Beileife 
frigate of 40 guns, Le Begon of 36, andl. 
Terpfichore of 24 guns, and a 70 gun fhip laieiy 
arrived from Breit, are ordered to be equipped 
with all diligence in order to take the faid boats 
on board.

N the oth inftant 300 Swedith prifoners 

were brought in here, moft of whom have 
enlifted into the Pruflian regiments that compote 
our gariifon. Prince Henry's army having left 
Saxony almoft without troops, the Auftsians 
watched this opportunity to form fome new en- 
terprize upon this Electorate. With this view 
a body of-about.7 or 8000 men, which they had 
at Zittau, marched thro’ by-ways, on which 
Count: Smettau tvok a firm refolution to fet fire 
to the fuburbs of the city as toon as he {aw the 
enemy approach. For this purpofe combuttible 
matters were put, by his orders, in all the houfes 
of the fuburbs, adjoining tothe ramparts, which 
were to be lighted on the firft fignal. The 
inhabitants immediately removed their beft 
moveables and effects into the city. 

Francfort, May 17. The Duke de Broglio, on 
the follicitation of the Prince of Deux-Ponts, 
has fent a few Engineers and forty Gunners ex- 
prefs to Wurtzbourg to defend that place in 
cafe of an attack. .'Ihe Prince Bifhop of that 
place has retired to Augsbourg.. The army of 
the Empire, which, after its repulfe at Mu- 
nichsberg and Steinach, fell back under the 
cannon of Bamberg, is at prefent encamped 
beyond the fmall.river of Afch, its right wing 
extending ‘towards Forcheim upon the Preg- 
nitz, and its lett to Hochftedt ; we doubt it wall 
not long keep: this pofition, nor wait for the 
Prufians, who are advancing with forces greatly 
fuperior. Pe 

Bamberg, May15. ‘The army of the Empire 
marched trom this. place yefterday, leaving 
8000 men, under the command of M. Kolb, 
to guard the magazine. The Pruffians are ad- 
vanced to-day within two leagues of the town ; 
they are already engaged juit as the courier is 
fettsng out. 

Hanau, May 18. Gen. Kolb, whomthe Prince 
of Deux Ponts lett at Bamberg, retired, after 
having burnt and deftroyed the magazines ; 
and the Pruifians entered the town yelterday. 

Vienna, May 12. Baron Reitzenitein, Marthal 
Daun's Aid de Camp, arrived yeiterday in the 
evening with difpatches relating to the motions 
which the army Is to take, as it will now begin 
to act. The Rutfans are certainly on their 
march, Their advanced guard was about three 
days march trom Glogau the beginning of this 
month.

There are fome letters in town. by the laft

Mankind are ever fhy in rendering any thing” 
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On the UNCERTAINTY of History. 


ISTORY, being not capable of any de- 
monftration, is only built upon probabi- 

lity, of which there are three degrees. The firft 
concerns all. thofe tacts that are fo highly pro- 
bable, that, no folid argument can be allec ged 
tothe contrary : They attord a moral certainty, 
which fully convinces us of theirtruth. ‘Thus, 
for inftance, no reatonable man can deny that 
Czfar made war with Pompey, and Charle- 
magne with the Saxons; that Henry IV, King 
of France, was excommunicated by Pope Gre- 
gory XIII; and that the fame Prince: was en- 
aged in private amours. The Scéptics them- 


* felves will not raife any difficulty about fuch ge- 


neral facts. There are other facts, indeed, 
probable ; but fome plaufible objections may be 
made againft them: However, if _thofe ob- 
jections be duly confidered, they will not ap- 

r fufficient ro make one doubt of them. This 
is the fecond degree of hiitorical probability. 
Thus, tor example, it is more probable that the 
Emperor Charles V. undertook the war of Smal- 
calde, to deprive the States of their liberty, 
than to punith thofe, who oppofed his authoi ity, 
though he made ule of this pretence. It is 
more probable that the fame Emperor refigned 
the Empire and all his kingdoms, becauie he 
was weary of his ill fortune, than out of devo- 
tion, and to live a quiet life. It is more proba- 
ble that Henry VII1. refolved to divorce his con- 


| fort, not fo much out of a icruple of con{cience, 


as becaufe he was weary of her. Some hittori- 
cal faéts afford a third degree of probability, 
which is counterbalanced by fo many reafons 
equally probable, that the readers will find 
themlelyes puzzled, and obliged to fufpend 
their judgment. Thus, one may difpute on 
both ddes, whether there ever wasa Pope Joan. 
The different accounts we find in hiftorians of 
Mary, Queen of Scots, make it very difficult to 
judge of the matter. The laft defigns of Wal- 
lenitein were fo intricate, that Chancellor Oxen- 
tiern him(felf contetied, he could never dive into 
the bottom of them. 

It is with hiftorical phenomena.as with thofe 
of nature. We fee the etfects of natural powers ; 
but their caufes are unknown to us. In like 
manner we fee wars and alliance-, kingdoms 
that flourith and decay ; but we are ignorant of 
the true-caufes and iecret fprings of thofe 
events, Queen Elizabeth could never be per- 
fuaded to marry. It is in vain to pretend to 
know the reafon of it. Philip I, King of Spain, 
confined his eldeft fon, Don Carlos, to a prifon, 
where he died. It is not known what crime he 
Was guilty of, and whether his father exercifed 
too great a feverity upon him. Charlemagne 
was engaged in many bloody wars with the 
Saxons: Who can tell whether he did it out of 
ambition, or, as he pretended, out of zeal for 
the propagation of the Chriftian Faith ? Every 
body knows that Guftavus Adolphus died near 
Leutzen; but the circumftances ‘of his death 
ae varioufly reported. Few people are igno- 
rant of the reafons why the King of Sweden 
made war in Germany ; but it is not yet known 
why the Elector of Saxony, who was the moft 
contiderable Prince among the Proteitants of 
that country, could fee what paifed in Germany 
and Bohemia, againft the Proteftants, without 

wing any concern for it; and why he did 
hot lide with the Swedes, till he found it necef- 
fary to defend his own country. 

The uncertainty of hiftory is chiefly to be 
afcribed to the partiality of hiitorians. Mott of 
them make it their buiineis to write invectives, 
&F panegyrics. Few imitate Thuanus ; whereas 
Many tread in Sandoval’s {teps. -- Thuanus is to 

© commended, becaule he not only obferves 
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| the faults of the Emperor Charles V. but at the 

{ame time takes notice of his virtues. On the 
contrary, Sandoval fhews himielf’ to be an ex-: 
travagant flatterer, He endeavours to derive 
that Prince's genealogy trom Adam. Heis fo 
ridiculous as to alledge the encomiums beftowed 
upon him _by feveral learned inen, in their 
epilties dedicatory, as a proof of his great vir 
tues ; and does not fcruple to affirm, that the 
fun itopped in favour of that Empexor, during 
the battle of Mulberg. Eusebius Eginhartus, 
Paulus Jovius, Prefident Gramond, and many 
others, ought to be reckoned among flattering 
and partial hiftorians. 

The Greek and Roman hiftorians highly 
commend the nioft incontiderable actions ot their 
countrymen, but take nonotice of their injuftice 
and imprudence. The noble exploits of the 
Barbarians do not appear in their hiitories. It 
we had fome hiftories written by the latter, we 
thould perhaps le!s admire the Greeks and Ro- 
mans. The Greek writers of the Roman Hi 
ttory, fuch as Dionyfius Halicarnafleus, Dion 
Cattius, Polybius, and Herodian, are more cre- 
dibie, becaufe more fincere. However, fome 
dittinction ought te be made between the Latin 
hitorians. Ir Livy, Paterculus, Florus, and 
others, diicover a great partiality, Tacitus and 
Suetonius appear more fincere and impartial. 
Quintus Curtius is an extravagant Panegyrift ; 
tor which he has been juftly centured by M. le 
Clerc. 

The flattery of the writers of hiftories increal 
ed in the tullowing ages. The Monks and the 
Secular Clergy, setting up for Hittorians, cried 
up thofe Princes who beitowed riches and ho- 
nours upon them, though never {fo vicious, and 
ignorant of the ait of reigning. On the con- 
trary, they made it their bufinels to give an ill 
character of thofe who kept a watchful eye over 
them, .and did not perfecute good men, falfly 
accufed of herefy, 

_ The partiality of feveral Hiftorians difcovers 
itfelf in a particular manner, by extolling the 
antiquity of their own nation. Olaus Rud- 
beckius, Profeflor of Phyfic in the Univertity of 
Upfal, has eminently diftinguithed himéelf on 
that account, by his book intitled Atlantica. 
If one may believe him, Sweden, that cold and 
hyperborean climate, is the firit country that 
was inhabited atter the deluge. The tamous 
Atlantica, mentioned by Plato, is no other than 
Sweden. What Homer fays of the lile of Ogy- 
gia, ought to be underitond of that country. 
‘The Fortunate Iflands, and the Gardens of the 
Hefperides, mutt be looked for in Scandinavia. 
The Argonautz failed into Sweden. The 
Swedith language is the moft ancient ; and the 
Greeks borrowed their letters trom the Swedes. 

Some hittorians are mercenary ; but where is 
there a writer that does not tavour his own 
fect ? The Proteftant hiftorians are not tree 
from this fault: And, becaufe religion has a 
great influence upon men, partiality does much 
more prevail in Ecclefiaitical hiftory than any 
other. This mi,ht afford matter for a long 
digreifion; but fuch a parallel would be too 
odious. ; 

The hatred and animofity of feveral hiftorians 
are aifo the great caufe of the uncertainty of 
hiltory. Every body knows how many calum- 
nies have been vented by the Roman Catholics 
againit Luther and Calvin. The Protettants, 
on the other fide, are too apt to believe many 
things diladvantageous to the church of Rome. 
To give an initance of it: It is faid, that 
Pope Leo X. fpoke thefe words to Cardinal 
Bembo, upon his alledging a paflage of the 
Gofpei : ¢ It is well known of what fingular ad- 
vantage that fable of Chrilt has been to us. 
This is to be found in Morrieus’s Myttery of 
iniquity, page 584. A’ vaft-number of other 
writers, after Mornaus, have inierted the fame 


paflage in their writings, without quoting any 
author for it, but our countryman, John Bale. 
The teftimony of fuch an author can be of no 
weight upon fuch an occafion. As the Roman 
Catholics wouid make themfelves ridiculous, if, 
in order to prove an hiftorical ta& difadvantage - 
ous to the Proteftants, they thould quote a 
writer, who forfook the Proteftant religion to 
embrace theirs; in like manner, the Protettants 
cannot, according the rules of equity, alledge 
the teftimony of John Bale, who, being a Car- 
melite Friar, turned Proteftant, and wrote feve- 
ral books againft the church of Rome. 

Malice and calumny do more contribute to 
the uncertainty of hittory than the moit thame- 
ful flatteries. The arts of a flattering Hiftorian 
may ealily be difcovered without any gitat 
judgment ; for he reprefents men, not fuch as 
they are, but fuch as they thould be; and forms 
to himfelf an idea of virtue and perfection that 
exifts no-where : But an Hiftorian well tkilled in 
the art of flandering wil! eafily be credited ; for 
men are naturally more inclined to believe the 
faults of others than their good qualities. Be- 
fides, flatterers are looked upon as men of a 
fervile fpirit, and are very much defpiled ; 
whereas a cunning Satyrift impofes upon the 
Reader, who fancies that his bold way of wri- 
ting proceeds from his love for truth, which 
makes him lay open the faults of great men. 
Though Tiberius and Nero were far from be- 
ing good Princes, yet many things have becn 
faid of them that are either falfe or exculable. 
Trajan is very much commended ; and yet, not 
to mention his drunkenne(s, he did many im- 
prudentthings. Thefe words, ‘ Accipehunc gla- 
dium, fi reété imperavero, pro me; fin male, 
contra me,’ fpoken by .hat Emperor to a Cen- 
turion, when he delivered his {word to him, to 
ufe it for or againft him, if he governed well 
or il}; are commonly alledged as a remarkable 
inftance of his clemency ; but nothing could be 
nore imprudent, as by that means he made the 
Centurion his Judge, and even his Emperor. 
The great liberality of that Prince to the learn- 
ed was the reafon why they beitowed fo many 
encomiums upon him. 

Fear is another caufe of the uncertainty of 
hiftory : Many Hiftorians are atraid of {peaking 
the truth, and frequently difguile matters of 
fact. Boccalini and Father Paul knew, by their 
own experience, how dangerous it is to write 
fincerely ; Camden did not think fit that the 
fecond part, of his hiftory fhould come out in 
his lite-time ; the laft part of Thuanus’s hiftory 
would perhaps have been loft, after his death, 
if the Author had not put a copy of it into the 
hands of George-Michael Lingefneim ; for the 
Executors of his Will were afraid of publithing 
it ; Procopius declares, in the beginning of bis 
Secret Hiftory, that he duvit not write a true 
hiftory of Juitinian and Theodora whilft they 
were alive. 

Hiitorians relate many things of which they 
are not fufficiently informed, or only grounded 
upon a common report: ‘Thofe who write the 
hittory of ancient times foliow the old Hiftori- 
ans; and it is no eafy thing for them to diltin- 
guifh truth from falfhood. The wifeit men are 
not tree from prejudices ; and therefore it is 
not to be expected that any Hiftorian fhould 
write with a perfect impartiality: Betides, no 
Hiftorian, though never fo fincere, can get a 
fufficient knowledge of all civcuinftances ; and 
yet the ignorance of a {mall circumftance may 
occation a great error in hiltory: Nay, the very 
archives, out of which fome Hiftorians extract 
their materials, are not always to be depended 
on: It was in vain for Pallavicini to appeal to 
the archives of the Vatican, when he wroté a 
gaintt Father Paut ; his biftory of the Council 
of Trent was not looked upon as more authen- 
tic on that account. 
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
